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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states "there is no suggestion the 
controller 2 of Ishige is performing function recited in claim 1." In response the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Claim 1 does not recite that 
a controller performing the function of claim 1. 

Applicnat states the cited prior arts either in combination or alone fail to teach calim 1 . In response the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Ishige discloses materials are edited so that they may fall within a predetermined broadcasting time. The predetermined broadcasting time 

has a start and end of the specific program. Furthermore Ishige discloses when the storage medium 4 is brough into the broadcasting 

station, th eencoded data of high resolution is broadcast in accordance with EDL. the EDL determines the start and end of a clip. 

In the same field of endeavor Kellner discloses a seek operation to access data stream 9see figures 2-1 lb). Kellner further teaches a set 

of stream B element is located immediately after a set of stream A. 

Therefore the cited prior arts teaches the claimed invention.
